AAAD PRES. STARTS INT’L. 
DEAF GAMES CAMPAIGN 

S. Robey Burns, president of the 
American Athletic Association of 
the Deaf, has announced tentative 
plans for selection and financing 
of a team to represent the United 
States in the 6th International 
Games for the Deaf in Copenhagen 
next year. He has also chcsen a 
committee to establish procedures 
for selection and financing of en¬ 
tries. The A'AAD will apply soon 
for formal affiliation with the Com¬ 
ite International des Sports Silen- 
cieux, the governing body of the 
International Games. 

'For fund raising, Mr. Burns in¬ 
dicated he favors a local approach, 
through state associations, school 
officials and local civic organizations 
with the AAAD advising and pass¬ 
ing on entries. 

The committee on entries will be 
comprised of Mr. Burns, Art Kruger 
of Los Angeles, secy.-treas. of the 
AAAD; Gunnar E. Rath of Wash¬ 
ington, D. C., Gordon B. Allen of 
'Houston, Texas, and Leonard War- 
shawsky of Chicago. 

Mr. Burns suggested that the 
fund-raising effort be approached 
in this manner: 1. In each state, 
the alumni or state association, in 
conjunction with superintendent 
and athletic director of the school, 
agree upon sponsoring one or two 
'outstanding athletes in school, cap¬ 
able of competing in at least two 
events. 2. The alumni or state as¬ 
sociation choose a representative to 
solicit necessary funds, the super¬ 
intendent or athletic director assist¬ 
ing him. 3. They notify the AAAD 
executive committee on entries of 
their decision by Feb. 1 to send one 
or two outstanding athletes. 4. The 
executive committee can check and 
pass on entries. They direct the 
said athletes to enroll as members 
of certain clubs which are affiliated 
with the AAAD. 6. The said com¬ 
mittee will assist in making ar¬ 
rangements on passage, costumes, 
etc. ’Mr. Burns emphasized that 
his suggestions were just that-sug- 
gestions and he stated that ideas 
of others would be heartily wel¬ 
comed. 

He estimated costs for passage, 
lodging, meals would run to about 
'$700 per athlete and called for 
“whole-hearted support to this 
worthy movement.”—The Cavalier.

I. A. D. TO SPONSOR ATHLETES FOR 
INTERNATIONAL DEAF GAMES 

The I.A.D. has taken the incentive in sponsoring a drive to 
collect funds to assist several of Indiana’s able athletes to go 
to Copenhagen, Denmark, this coming summer. The deaf of 
Europe have had International games for about 25 years. Ameri¬ 
cans have not competed except in 1935 and 1939. This time it is 
the hope of every sports minded deaf person that our athletes 
will be able to go to the Games in large enough numbers to make 
a good showing for Uncle Sam. 

The Indiana Association of the Deaf is sponsoring the plan to 
solicit support from all interested persons in order to raise suf¬ 
ficient funds to send one or more athletes from Indiana. At this 
time we have a list of four young men who would be very much 
interested in making the trip and who would quite likely be able 
to win points for the U. S. A. These young men are expected to 
personally supply about half of the necessary expense of the trip 
which is estimated to be about $700.00. This amount would cover 
transportation and meals and other expenses. 

The plan at this time is to have all money contributed be put 
into a common fund and then used for as many of the boys as 
are finally able to go, should it be necessary more money can be 
given one than the others, depending upon how much each indi¬ 
vidual is able to pay himself. Any contributions that are made 
especially for one of the boys will be reserved for him, but will 
be used for another boy in case the named athlete is not able to 
go. The money will be put into a bank account which will be in 
the name of the I.A.D. and designated as the International Games 
Fund. Communications should be addressed to the editor of this 
paper, and any contributions sent to him. Suggestions for raising 
funds and any other help will be very welcome. 

There is no limit to the number of athletes who may benefit 
from this Fund. Four young men have been named thus far, but 
any other able track and field athlete or swimmer may request 
assistance and will be considered along with the others. The of¬ 
ficers of the I.A.D. will make any final decisions necessary. 

Anyone else who feels that he is able to pay for at least 
half of his expenses and can excell in at least two track and field 
events, or participate in several swimming events, can ask for 
assistance. 

As further plans for assisting good athletes are made we will 
keep our readers informed. The I.A.D. and the young men 
concerned earnestly ask for your help.
